izing medium in Chicago? to which he 
replied: 'There is not a materializing 
show in America that is entitled to confi- 
dence. We would like to hear what the 
“Banner of Light" and THE BETTER 
Wav have to say on the subject.” 

THE RETTER Way thinks the “R. P. 
Jourual" right so far as “ materializing 
shows" are concerned, but it does not 
believe that the writer meant to include 
all genuine materializing seances in his 
reply. He may have concluded—as 
many others have done, whose misfor- 
tune it has been to get nothing satisfac- 
tory— that no seances for form materiali- 
zation are entitled to confidence; bnt 
that would onlv be a matter of opinion. 
Others have seen their loved ones and 
conversed with them, who can furnish 
as much testimony, and perhaps more, 
that materialiration is a fact, than can 
disappoiuted investigators to the con- 
trary. All do not furnish the mediums 
or their spirit friends with the magnetic 
or aura! conditions necessary to effect 
satisfactory results, aud it is natural that 
they should base their logic accordingly. 
But as no medium can be recommended 
as " reliab!e " from the fact that the term 
has but a relative meaning in its correla- 
tion with the sitter or investigator, the 
writer in the "Journal" may have re- 
plied better than he knew, only that he 
allowed the intuitions or inspiration to 
become a little ruifled in its passage 
from the spirit to the mortal. A medi- 
um only becomes “reliable” for the in- 
dividual after a test has been received; 
and then in most instances the individ- 
ual becomes enthusiastic in behalf of 
his medium and goes to the other ex- 
treme in his eulogies and commenda 
tions, But everything depends on the 
relation between the investigator and 
the medium or tbe spirits attracted by

Is it 
any wonder that we hear complaints from 
all sides that the Churches are losing in- 
fluence over the minds of the people, 
and that doubt, unbelief and infidelity 
has taken so strong a hold upon the 
masses, as to cause consternation among 
the thinking clergy > 

I Gnd iu my investigations a great deal 
more that might be said. but time will 
not permit now. In some future letter I 
may give you more regarding modern 
proofs and the uses and benefits claimed 
therefor. 

Aud now, after submitting so much. I 
ask my good brother what shall we do 
with the evidence.

WHAT IS INSIDE OF THE EARTH. 

Many scientific men are devoting their 
lives to finding out all that can be learn- 
ed about the interior of this wonderful 
globe of ours. One of the interesting 
problems on which they are engaged is 
the depth and geological limits of the 
permanently frozen soil. The British 
Association has collected a large amount 
of data on this question. It has already 
told us some curious things, such as the 
fact that excellent wheat lands north of 
Manitoba overlie frozen earth that uever 
thaws. 

Some geologists find strata of rock 
that they are able to show must have 
been buried at a remote age 10,000 feet 
under the surface. These upturned 
edges of rock, which some terrible con- 
vulsion lifted to the air, give usa glimpse 
of the condition of the interior some way 
below the greatest depth to which we 
can attain.

tions to mediums, we believe that all; 


good slate-writers could develop them- 
selves to obtain spirit. messages without 
so much of apparent mystification about 
it aud to the satisfaction of sitters gen- 


j| erally. We have sat with a slate-writing 


medium who, ta, needed concealment 
of the slate from the light to obtain phe- 
nomena, but for experiments! sake, at- 
tended by feelings of sympathy on our 


t| Part. she was induced to let us hold a 


small double slate, our own, during a 
seance, and to her own surprise, mes- 
Sages were received,one after another, for 
nearly an hour. The medium simply 
placed her hands on the table, while we 
held the slates aloft, and under the full 
glare of the gaslight obtained spirit. mes- 
sages Hardly one of them took more 
than five minutes to finish, while the 
writing could be heard by six other per 
sons who were also present. After each 
messaye three raps were heard inside of 
the slate, which indicated that the mes- 
sage was ready to be read and shown to 
the company. We simply erased the 
message with a dampened handkerchief 
and held the slates aloft for another, un- 
til we had about a dozen ; a final message 
indicated that the seance was at an end. 

As well as this medium (Mrs. Susie 
Smith) could obtain spirit-messages un- 
der favorable conditions over the table, 
there is uo reason why all slate-writiug 
mediums could not do the same, Aud 
spirit phenomena once obtained in a 
given manner can always be reproduced 
under similar circumstances: or condi 
tions.

Therefore rejoice with sorrow, and 
grow beautiful with higher acts of love 
and kindness. That is the way to mourn 
without suffering, and makes our meet- 
ing them more certain. Grief is selfish 
and keeps us earth-bound, for it is pity- 
ing itself ; while silent suffering is noble 
and elevates the soul to the level with 
angels, and thus in soul rapport with 
our departed. 


SUNDAY FANATICISM. 


The “N. Y. World" is again after the 
Sunday fanatics ; and this time in Key- 
port, N. J., where, it says, certain clergy- 
men have banded themselves together 
for the revival of certain exceedingly 
blue Jaws that linger in the New Jersey 
statute book. They have decided to pre- 
vent the sale of newspapers on Sunday, 
to stop the delivery of milk and meat, to 
shut up the barber-shops and cigar- 
stores, and to lay an embargo upon the 
running of street-cars on that day. 
Further than this, they have decided to 
compel all the people of Keyport to at- 
tend church every Sunday u on pain of 
imprisonment in their own houses, un- 
der an old provision of law which for- 
bids men to leave their houses on Sun- 
day except to attend church or a funeral. 

Believing in the axiom that an obnox- 
ious law cau most effectually be killed 
by euforcing it, the protest closes thus: 


The neusible citizens should sec to it that the 
remainder of the law isenforced. They should 
secure the arrest of every carrlagc-driver who 
is brought out (o convey his employer to 
church. They should close the drug-stores 
They should notify the doctors not to atteud pn. 
tients on the ftat day of the week. A little 
practical logic of that kind will quickly bring 
bigotry to its senses and remind it that we live 
iu a free, secular country in the latter part of 
the nineteenth century, and not in a Puritan 
colony of the early seventeenth century. 

Above all, the enlightened men of New Jersey 
and ofevery other State in which intolerant 
and ug-Amcricau Sunday laws survive should 
unite to secure" thcir repeal. The American 
State is secular. It has nothing to do with reli- 
glon except to protect every inan in his religi 
ous liberty, It has no business to make Sun- 
day laws except such as are necessary for the 
maintenance or order.
